Dutch Princess immensely enjoyed 
working visit to Aruba 




Her Royal Highness, Dutch 
Princess Laurentien of the 
Netherlands, spent several 
days on Aruba on a working 
visit to introduce her new chil¬ 
dren’s book, “Mr. Finney en de 
wereld op zijn kop” in Papia- 
mento. The occasion was cele¬ 
brated during the week that the 
world was commemorating In¬ 
ternational Day of the Child, 
on November 20th. 

The Princess’ other book 
about Mr. Finney was pre¬ 
sented here in Papiamento a 
few months ago when she vi¬ 
sited Aruba with her parents 
and three children. Princess 
Laurentien is married to Prince 
Constantijn, son of her 
Majesty Queen Beatrix of the 
Netherlands. 

Although one of the two 
books of the Princess has been 
translated in seven other lan¬ 
guages, Papiamento and Dutch 
are the only two languages in 
which both books are avail¬ 
able. 

The government of Aruba, 
in the person of the Minister of 
Culture, was host to the 
Princess and provided for a va¬ 
ried program of visits to diffe¬ 
rent interactions with children. 

On Wednesday she was re¬ 
ceived by the Aruban Invest¬ 
ment Bank to deliberate on the 
establishment of “The Missing 
Chapter.” This is a non-go¬ 
vernmental organization to 
subsidize social and educa¬ 


tional projects. 

The Princess participated in 
a special Day of the Child ac¬ 
tivity in the Cas di Cultura and 
presented her translated Mr. 
Finney book. Contact with 
young people was the primary 
focus of the Dutch Princess’ 


visit. The Princess also met 
with students of the Colegio 
Arubano and later with chil¬ 
dren at the Washington School 
where her book on Mr. Finney 
was presented.

The Princess spent some time 
chatting with three young 
women of Aruba; namely, Di¬ 
rector of ATA Ronella Tjin 
Ashoe-Croes, Sharon Eras¬ 
mus of ARINA and Mrs. 
Shook Yan Hoo, a local en¬ 
trepreneur. 

Princess Laurentien also 
took time to pay a second 
visit to IPA where she once 
again met with students and 
presented her second book on 
Mr. Finney. The students sur¬ 
prised the Princess with a 
DVD musical which they 
produced about her first 
book. 

The Dutch Princess’ book 
tour and visits concluded 


with a visit to The National 
Arikok Park for lunch and 
later inaugurated the sculp¬ 
ture park at the International 
Beatrix Airport. 

Her very final stop was at 
the Van Dorp bookstore in 
Dakota where she witnessed 
a fabulous reflection of 
Aruba’s multicultural facets. 
A large group of children and 
their parents were present to 
receive copies of Mr. Finney 
in the four most spoken lan¬ 
guages on Aruba: Dutch Pa- 
piamento, English and 
Spanish. Princess Eaurentien 
also took time to read to the 
children and to sign copies of 
her books. 


Sal Source of New Jersey and 
his wife have been coming to 
Amba since the 1960’s, having 
been passengers on the inaugu¬ 
ral American Airlines flight to 
the island. For them, it has al¬ 
ways been their “home away 
from home.” They had even 
gone so far to build a home 
here, which they sold, but still 
continued to return regularly. 

Sal is again looking for a re¬ 
tirement residence on the is¬ 
land, as both he and his wife 
miss their extended stays and 
he feels it is the “best place in 
the world to live.” He is par¬ 
ticularly pleased by the stance 
Aruba has taken to be the first 
100% fossil fuel independent 
country in the world by 2020 
and applauds the government’s 
efforts. He also has a strong in¬ 
terest in seeing recycling re¬ 
fuse become a widespread 
practice, and further compli¬ 
ments local companies that 
have opened recycling plants 
for waste. Presently, card¬ 
board, magazines and newspa¬ 
pers, glass, plastic, tin food 
cans and aluminum soda cans 
are being sorted, bundled and 
shipped out to recycling plants 
around the world. The contents 
of septic tanks are processed 
and the water used for irriga¬ 
ting public landscaping. Un¬ 
fortunately, one very large 
contributing factor to the in¬ 
creasing waste accumulating at 
the island’s landfill in Parki- 
etenbos, which is not ad¬ 
dressed at present, is organic 
food waste. 

Sal hopes to introduce a so¬ 
lution for this problem, which 
unfortunately contributes 
strongly to the proliferation of 
vermin. He and his partners in 
the U.S. have set up systems 
for the city of Newark, N.J., 
and other establishments, 
which processes food waste 
using natural microorganisms, 
reducing it to liquid waste. 

“We first became ac¬ 
quainted with this process a 


few years ago, “ he explains, 
“but what was available did 
not process bones, which I an 
my partners felt was essential. 
We studied the matter and had 
a processor designed that 


would handle any sort of food 
waste fed to it, and call it Food 
2 Water.”

Two Police officers share their 
commitment to Aruba 



Aruba Tourism Authority con¬ 
tinues their awareness cam¬ 
paign, which they began in 
earnest back in September. 
Today, their focus is on two 
police officers, Melony Visser 
and Eduard van der Biezen. 
These officers excel in their 
commitment to Aruba and 
share their experience. 


Melony Visser 
has been em¬ 
ployed by the 
Aruba Police 
Force as a police 
officer for several 
years. Different 
circumstances 
propelled her into 
choosing to be¬ 
come a police of¬ 
ficer, for which 
she is very 
pleased. In her 
daily work she 
meets many peo¬ 
ple and faces 
many different 
situations. Me¬ 
lony is currently 
working at the 
Police Ward in 
Noord which is 
known to be a 
very busy area. 

Melony says...“you need to 
know your Barrio very well. It 
is always nice to see the diffe¬ 
rences, where it is busier, when 
new places open up, etc, that is 
what I like.” 

A memorable anecdote that 
Melony recalls took place in 
2007, shortly after beginning 
here training. She recounts that 


when her class graduated, she 
noticed that all 15 of them who 
had begun together completed 
the program together and that 
they were still all together. She 
considers that very special. 

Melony is preparing for the 
end of the year busy season 
when many officers work 
overtime. They can sometimes 
put in 16 hour days. 

Melony and Eduard van de 
Biezen work together in the 
Cycle Department. During cer¬ 
tain months they do control 
during citizens’ walking cam¬ 
paigns, and patrol in the hotel 
areas. Their patrol in the hotel 
areas is to ensure that the po¬ 
lice are visible there and ready 
to help visitors. 

With respect to our visitors, 
Melony shares that our visitors 
are very happy with the treat¬ 
ment they get from the police. 
Obviously they lament when 
visitors are molested or robbed 
by vandals. 

“In our work, there are many 
things which fall under our re¬ 
sponsibility, says Melony. “I do 
my work with pride; I help 
those who need help. And, 
tourism for me gets priority.”

ORANJESTAD — According 
to a recent study, about 34% of 
the so called “Destination 
Weddings” take place in the 
Caribbean.

My commitment to Aruba is to 
make Aruba a safe place both 
for our visitors as well as for 
our own Arubans, says Melony 
Visser. 

Melon’s collegeau, Eduard 
van der Biezen, also works in 
the Cycle Department. He con¬ 
centrates his work in the hotel 
area as well as in the outskirts 
of the hotel barrio. Eduard 
says,..“I love work that is very 
active, especially now that we 
are in a very busy district where 
there are night clubs close to the 
hotels.” Van der Biezen has 
been in the Police Force for five 
years now. He says, “I’m a role 


model and I want to do every¬ 
thing correctly. Everyone 
knows that you’re a police offi¬ 
cer and you simply have to be¬ 
have yourself.” 

He indicated that there are 
moments when you have to de¬ 
fend your island. This has to 
do, for example, with joyriding 
cases or thefts which tourist 
also experience. You have to 
try to console them and at the 
same time show the positive 
side of our island.” 

What is a normal work day 
for a police officer? According 
to Eduard van der Biezen, 
there are no normal days. 


Every day is different. There 
are quiet days and other days 
when you don’t even get the 
time to eat anything. The busy 
days begin on the weekend, 
from Friday at “happy hour” 
and goes on until about 10:00 
am the next day! 

“In these days, things are 
rather quiet because of the pre¬ 
ventive measures that we have 
implemented,” says Eduard. 
Eduard van der Biezen’s com¬ 
mitment to Aruba is to provide 
safety and good service to 
tourists and locals. These he 
says are fundamental aspects 
of our community.

The company sets up the ma¬ 
chine, which only needs to 
have the decomposing mi¬ 
croorganisms introduced once 
a year. This includes a full 
training course for the emplo¬ 
yees who will be using it. Re¬ 
ducing all food waste, depen¬ 
ding on its composition, takes 
anywhere from 2 to 24 hours, 
and the resulting liquid can 
simply be flushed down the 
drain. They have five models 
of varying sizes, and Sal is 
convinced that three of their 
large machines would reduce 


all the organic waste at the 
landfill within a short period. 
They also have optional com¬ 
plimentary systems which can 
recycle the product into com¬ 
post or fertilizer for gardens. 

An additional benefit of 
processing the waste in this 
manner is a reduction of car¬ 
bon emission from burning the 
garbage, which is what is done 
at the landfill at present. Ac¬ 
cording to the U.S. EPA LPGE 
Benefits Calculator, one year 
of using the Food 2 Water Sys¬ 
tem to divert annual food 


waste for a state such as Cali¬ 
fornia, would power 107,000 
homes, and have the environ¬ 
mental benefit equal to remo¬ 
ving 1.5 million cars from the 
road and planting 1.6 million 
acres of pine forest. Estimated 
figures for individual busi¬ 
nesses, depending on its size, 
are on their website. 

“Probably the greatest be¬ 
nefit is the major reduction in 
vermin,” reports Sal, “and of 
course the savings in cost of 
hauling away the refuse. I 
would like to see one of our 


machines at every hotel and 
mall on Aruba which produce 
major amounts of food waste; 
within a short time they will 
find their pest population is 
nearly non-existent.” 

Food 2 Water even made the 
NBC morning news program 
and has earned kudos from the 
Mayor of Newark, N.J., Corey 
Booker.

The Census’ idea is to mo¬ 
dernize and digitalize the 
process to even include the 
possibility for live streaming 
wedding ceremonies in real 
time. This means that there 
would be the possibility for 
persons to follow the cere¬ 
mony in real time from any 
part of the world. Those, who 
for whatever reason, could not 
be physically present would be 
able to watch the wedding live 
on www.aruba.com. 

Very soon they will install 
High Definition cameras in the 
City Hall building where these 
weddings are being held to 
allow for the live streaming. 
With this innovative and inte¬ 
resting project ATA and the 
Census Bureau will be adding 
added value to the experience 
of a “Destination Wedding. 

Currently the Census Bu¬ 
reau is going through some im¬ 
portant changes that will 
benefit the entire island, in¬ 
cluding this segment of the 
tourism industry. 

Another project includes 
the creation of an adequate and 
attractive location where the 
civil agent can perform wed¬ 
dings near our beautiful 
beaches.

Video footage published of 
Breivik parking his van 


bomb 

OSLO (AFP) - Norway’s pub¬ 
lic broadcaster NRK yesterday 
published for the first time 
video footage of right-wing ex¬ 
tremist Anders Behring 
Breivik parking his van bomb 
that killed eight people in Oslo 
in July 2011. 

Captured by video surveil¬ 
lance cameras, the images 
show Breivik parking his 
white van on July 22 at the 
very foot of a building tower 
that housed the prime minis¬ 
ter's offices. 

Breivik is seen getting out 
of the car in a security guard's 
uniform, and walking away 
briskly. 

The video, which features 
comments by the security 
guard on duty that day, also 
shows the damage caused by 
the bomb, which weighed 
nearly a ton. 


The prime minister was not 
in the building at the time, 
though eight other people were 
killed and several dozen were 
injured. 

Breivik can also be seen 
leaving in a second vehicle, a 
grey Fiat van, which he used to 
drive to the nearby island of 
Utoeya where he gunned down 
69 people, mostly teens, at¬ 
tending a Labour Party youth 
camp. 

The security guard on duty 
that day had followed the 
scene on his monitor and said 
he thought the driver of the 
white van was a watchman. 

He adds that he began the 
process to have the van moved 
by calling up the vehicule reg¬ 
istry to learn the driver's name. 

"I picked up the telephone 
and..." he added, without fi¬ 
nishing the sentence.

No changes 
to Morsi 
decree after 
meeting 
judges 


CAIRO (AFP) - Egypt’s Is¬ 
lamist President Mohamed 
Morsi yesterday stuck by a 
controversial decree granting 
him sweeping powers, his 
spokesman said, after a meet¬ 
ing with the country's top 
judges. 

There is "no change to the 
constitutional declaration," a 
presidential spokesman said, 
after a meeting between 
Morsi and the country's top 
judges aimed at defusing the 
dispute. During the meeting, 
the judges expressed concern 
about Thursday's constitutio¬ 
nal declaration which allows 
Morsi to issue any law or de¬ 
cision unchallenged by the 
courts. 

But he added that Morsi 
sought to clarify that any ir¬ 
revocable decisions apply 
only to issues related "to his 
so-vereign powers" and 
stressed the temporary nature 
of the decree. 

A court will next week ex¬ 
amine the legality of the de¬ 
cree by which Morsi assumed 
broad new powers on Thurs¬ 
day, an official said, as de¬ 
monstrators opposed to the 
Islamist leader staged a sit-in 
at Cairo's Tahrir Square.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
and European authorities said 
yesterday they seized 132 
websites in a transatlantic law 
enforcement crackdown on on¬ 
line sellers of counterfeit mer¬ 
chandise. 

The seizure was the latest in 
a string of efforts by US offi¬ 
cials to shut down online for¬ 
gers, but the first joint effort 
with EU officials. 

Yesterday's announcement 
was the result of a joint probe 
by US Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement (ICE) with 
authorities from Britain, Bel¬ 
gium, Denmark, France, Ro¬ 
mania and the European Police 
Office (EUROPOL), accord¬ 
ing to a statement released in 
Washington. 

ICE Director John Morton 
said the sites were selling a 
wide range of illegally copied 
products including Nike ap¬ 
parel, Ergobaby carriers and 
Hermes luxury goods, "all of it 
fake, all of its substandard 
quality." 

"These websites were steal¬ 
ing from legitimate websites 
and copyright holders and the

Morton said the operation 
coincided with "Cyber Mon¬ 
day," a major online shopping 
day following the Thanksgi¬ 
ving Day holiday in the United 
States. 

"This operation is a great 
example of the tremendous co¬ 
operation between ICE and our 
international partners," said 
Morton. 

"It's a huge problem not 
only for US industry, but for 
legitimate industries in Europe 
and Asia and elsewhere. Just 
think of all the jobs that are 
lost, think of all the tax rev¬ 
enues that are lost." 

Among the brands being 
counterfeited were McAfee, 
Symantec, Armani, Guess, 
Burberry, Chanel, Gucci, La- 
coste, Dior, Tommy Hilfiger, 
Versace, YSL and Michael 
Kors, officials said.

US-EU counterfeit crack¬ 
down seizes 132 websites 
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Fire kills Mat disabled workshop 
in Germany 


BERLIN (AFP) - Fourteen 
people perished and several 
more were injured when fire 
swept through a workshop for 
handicapped people in the 
Black Forest region of Ger¬ 
many yesterday, authorities 
said. 

Around 300 firefighters 
backed by helicopters battled 
the blaze in the town of Ti- 
tisee-Neustadt in southwestern 
Germany for more than two 
hours, as some wearing breath¬ 
ing apparatus pulled several 
people from the stricken buil¬ 
ding. 

The cause of the fire was 


not immediately known but 
there was a large police pre¬ 
sence at the site. At least one 
explosion was believed to have 
taken place in a storage room. 

It was still unclear whether 
chemicals were stored in the 
room, but the workshop's ac¬ 
tivities included the treatment 
of wood. 

Pictures showed smoke bil¬ 
lowing out of the three-storey 
concrete building and firefight¬ 
ers helping the injured, some 
in wheelchairs, to helicopters 
and ambulances. 

A source close to Caritas, 
the welfare association that 


runs the workshop, said there 
were 50 or 60 people aged be¬ 
tween 20 and 65 in the build¬ 
ing when the blaze broke out. 

In total, the workshop em¬ 
ployed some 120 people with 
disabilities. 

The source, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said 
the majority were mentally dis¬ 
abled workers who were ma¬ 
nufacturing wooden decora¬ 
tions for Christmas as well as 
other electrical and metal 
goods. 

The building was relatively 
modem and fully respected the 
fire regulations. 


Fraudster behind Mohammed film voices 
no regrets 


WASHINGTON(AFP) - The 
convicted fraudster behind an 
online video that outraged 
Muslims with its portrayal of 
the Prophet Mohammed as a 
thuggish deviant says he has 
no regrets, the New York 
Times reported yesterday. 

Nakoula Basseley Nakou- 
la's cmde trailer for "Innocence 
of Muslims" first appeared on 
YouTube in July, and touched 
off protests across the Muslim 
world in September. 

Nakoula, convicted of bank 
fraud in 2010, was later ar¬ 


rested in Los Angeles for vio¬ 
lating the terms of his release 
on probation, for which he 
now is serving a one-year 
prison sentence. 

In what the Times called his 
first public remarks since his 
return to jail, Nakoula stated 
he would go to great lengths to 
convey what he called "the ac¬ 
tual truth" about Mohammed. 

"I thought, before I wrote 
this script, that I should burn 
myself in a public square to let 
the American people and the 
people of the world know this 


message that I believe in," he 
said in reply to written ques¬ 
tions. 

He cited the killing of 13 
people at the Fort Hood mili¬ 
tary base in Texas in Novem¬ 
ber 2009 — for which a 
Muslim army psychiatrist has 
been charged — as evidence of 
"atrocities" carried out "under 
the sign of Allah." 

"I became even more upset 
and enraged" after the Fort 
Hood massacre, said Nakoula, 
55, a Coptic Christian immi¬ 
grant from Egypt.

Colombia rebels not 
abiding by ceasefire 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia's 
defense minister charged yes¬ 
terday that FARC guerrillas 
were not abiding by a unila¬ 
teral cease-fire despite a rebel 
leader's vehement insistence 
that they were. 

The accusations back and 
forth reflected continuing ten¬ 
sions and mutual suspicions a 
week into peace talks in Ha¬ 
vana aimed at ending Latin 
America's longest running 
guerrilla war. 

"Historically they have lied 
to Colombia," Defense Minis¬ 
ter Juan Carlos Pinzon said in 
an interview published Mon¬ 
day by El Tiempo, a Bogota 
newspaper. 

He said "some evidence 
shows they have not" held to 
the unilateral two-month 
ceasefire that FARC leaders 
declared yestererday at the 
start of the negotiations in Ha¬ 
vana, the first in a decade. 

The Colombian govern¬ 
ment has rejected a ceasefire as 
a precondition for the peace 
talks, saying it had made that 
mistake once before and would 
not do so again. 

During the last peace 
process, the government 
agreed to demilitarize a large 
swath of the countryside to fa¬ 
cilitate the talks, but the rebels 
used the arrangement as cover 
to rebuild and expand their 


presence. 

Since then, however, the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces 
of Colombia, which are be¬ 
lieved to have about 9,200 
fighters under arms, have lost 
key leaders and been weak¬ 
ened militarily by a string of 
setbacks in recent years. 

"Let's hope they negotiate 
soon and, once and for all, de¬ 
clare a ceasefire for the rest of 
their lives," Pinzon said. "Until 
then, the military forces and 
police will not drop their guard 
for an instant." 

A FARC negotiator, Ruben 
Zamora, on Sunday accused 
Pinzon and some generals of 
"taking pot shots at the (peace) 
process." 

"We express our total ad¬ 
herence to the unilateral halt of 
offensive actions ordered by 
the high secretariat of the 
FARC," he said in a statement. 

A FARC unit acknow¬ 
ledged they blew up two elec¬ 
tricity towers after the 
ceasefire announcement, but 
said it was because they had 
not yet received the order to 
stop offensive operations. 

Another FARC unit 
claimed that the Colombian 
military staged a mock battle 
on November 20 near a town 
in the southern province of 
Cauca, and then passed it off as 
a FARC attack.

One more dead, 
three sick with 
mystery virus: 
WHO * 

GENEVA (AFP) - Another 
person has died of a mysteri¬ 
ous respiratory virus and three 
more cases have been discov¬ 
ered in Saudi Arabia and 
Qatar, the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation said on week-end. 

"This brings the total of 
laboratory-confirmed cases to 
six," the Geneva-based UN 
agency said in a statement. 

A Saudi man died from the 
novel coronavirus in June and 
a Qatari man was hospitalised 
in London with the virus after 
a trip to Saudi Arabia. 

The WHO has previously 
confirmed that the new strain 
was part of the coronavirus 
family, which also includes 
the deadly SARS virus as 
well as the common cold. 

What sets the new virus 
apart from SARS is that it 
causes rapid kidney failure, 
the WHO said. 

In view of the small num¬ 
ber of cases with little con¬ 
nection between them, the 
WHO has previously said the 
virus did not appear to be 
very contagious, but it 
stressed that many cases 
might be going undetected. 

"The virus is most closely 
related to viruses in bats 
found in Asia, and there are 
no human viruses closely re¬ 
lated to it," Ron Fouchier of 
the Erasmus Medical Center 
in The Netherlands, who led 
the study, told the journal. 

"Therefore, we speculate 
that it comes from an animal 
source," he added.

Turn to gas to fight 
climate change, Qatar 
says at UN talks 


DOHA (AFP) - Qatar on Mon¬ 
day shrugged off criticism of 
its record-busting carbon emis¬ 
sions and instead extolled the 
virtues of its key export, natu¬ 
ral gas, as it opened a major 
UN conference on climate 
change. 

At the start of the annual 
UN talks, Qatar's deputy prime 
minister Abdullah Bin Hamad 
al-Attiyah sought to deflect at¬ 
tention from his country's rep¬ 
utation as the world's biggest 
per-capita emitter of green¬ 
house gases. 

A key issue at the 12-day 
meeting in Doha will be to re¬ 
view countries' emissions tar¬ 
gets to see if they align with 
the campaign to combat cli¬ 
mate change. 

As a result, some observers 
say the Gulf state of Qatar, as 
one of the planet's biggest pro¬ 
ducers of fossil fuels, is unsuit¬ 
able to chair the conference. 

"We should not concentrate 
on the 'per capita', we should 
concentrate on the amount... 
from each country, individu¬ 
ally what they produce, be¬ 
cause it goes to the air, open 
space," Attiya told journalists. 

He said that "even countries 
that produce coal" had in the 
past hosted the UN talks, and 
sought to portray gas as a safer, 
more energy-efficient alterna¬ 
tive. 


"Gas is the right choice to 
reduce emissions," said At- 
tiyah, a former energy minister 
who is also president of the 
talks under the UN Frame¬ 
work Convention on Climate 
Change (UNFCCC). 

Qatar is the world's fourth 
biggest natural gas exporter, 
according to the CIA world 
factbook. 

The International Energy 
Agency says that in 2009, 20 
percent of carbon dioxide 
(C02) emissions from fuel 
combustion came from natural 
gas, after 43 percent from coal 
and 37 percent from oil. 

Under the Kyoto Protocol, 
due to be extended in Doha, 
about 40 rich nations and the 
EU agreed to binding targets 
for reducing Earth-warming 
emissions by five percent on 
average from 2008-2012. 

Developing countries were 
not given targets under that 
deal, but several have pledged 
voluntary caps. 

Qatar is not among them 
and Attiyah doused expecta¬ 
tions that it may do so as a 
symbolic gesture. One hun¬ 
dred percent of Qatar's elec¬ 
tricity is derived from fossil 
fuels. 

"We have a target in how to 
reduce our emissions very dra¬ 
matically," he said, without 
giving any numbers.

Local fisherman Freddy 
Baches said the idea was a 
good one "because we are 
sure that in a short time span 
will we have an abundance of 
fish." 

Another fisherman, Roland 
Pineda, helped put the reefs in 
place and called it an enlight¬ 
ening experience.

The sanctuary, known as Pachacamac, fea¬ 
tures a series of pyramids with ramps to climb up and a 
palace. It took archeologists more than two years to pre¬ 
pare the so-called Route of the Pilgrims, which rises up

Pachacamac featured a venerated image that was said to 
represent the god of earthquakes. The sanctuary covers 
about 500 hectares (1,235 acres) of land and includes 
human settlements that run from around the year 200 AD 
up until 1533, when the Spaniards conquistadors arrived, 
the culture ministry said. Archeological digs carried out 
in preparing the route unearthed a large tomb used for 
mass dog sacrifices and containing funereal offerings 
like copper jewelry and vases that apparently held some 
kind of liquid.

Sandy cost New York City 
$19 billion, says mayor 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Super¬ 
storm Sandy ran up a super bill 
of $ 19 billion as it tore through 
New York City, the mayor said 
yesterday in an appeal for extra 
federal funds. 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
said America’s biggest city 
"will struggle to recover in the 
long term unless expedited 
federal funding is supplied." 

The October 29 hurricane 
flooded the subway train sys¬ 
tem, damaged tens of thou¬ 
sands of houses in the New 
York area, knocked out elec¬ 
tricity in swaths of the city for 
days, and prompted severe fuel 
shortages.

Democrats. 

Several leading Republi¬ 
cans have indicated a willing¬ 
ness in recent days to accept a 
deal that includes more re¬ 
venue from ending tax loop¬ 
holes in return for significant 
funding cuts in social welfare 
programs beloved by Democ¬ 
rats. 

If no deal is reached before 
the end of the year, a poison 
pill of tax hikes and massive 
spending cuts, including 
slashes to the military, comes 
into effect with potentially cat¬ 
astrophic effects for the fragile 
US economy. 

Independent economists 
predict the overall economy 
would take a hit of more than 
$500 billion, probably sending 
the country tumbling back into 
recession. 

The White House yesterday 
added more gloom to the 
doomsday scenario, highlight¬ 
ing the devastating impact that 
plunging off the fiscal cliff 
would have on consumer 
spending through the holiday 
season and into next year. 

"American consumers are 
the bedrock of our economy, 
driving more than two-thirds 
of the overall rise in real GDP 
over 13 consecutive quarters of 
economic recovery since the 
middle of 2009," spokesman

Jay Carney said. 

"And as we approach the 
holiday season, which ac¬ 
counts for close to one-fifth of 
industry sales, retailers can't 
afford the threat of tax in¬ 
creases on middle-class fami¬ 
lies," he warned. 

Accompanying his state¬ 
ment was a report by Obama's 
Council of Economic Advisers 
that estimated US consumers 
could spend almost $200 bil¬ 
lion less than they otherwise 
would in 2013 just because of 
higher taxes. 

The fiscal cliff is the result 
of legislation designed to force 
action to rein in the runaway 
government budget deficit and 
make a dent in America's bal¬ 
looning $16.3 trillion public 
debt. It has two main parts. 

One would see tax cuts in¬ 
troduced by former president 
George W. Bush that lowered 
marginal rates for nearly all 
US taxpayers expire on Janu¬ 
ary 1. 

The other would force sig¬ 
nificant cuts to programs like 
Social Security, which pro¬ 
vides government funds to the 
elderly, the disabled, widows 
and the poor, and Medicare, 
which covers health insurance 
for the elderly. 

It would also see cuts to 
military spending, anathema to 
most Republicans, and other 

Obama says any deal he 
concludes would have to in¬ 
clude an increase in taxes on 
wealthy taxpayers, something 
congressional Republicans so 
far have rejected. 

The plan he proposes — and 
presented to voters on the cam¬ 
paign trail — would raise the 
tax rate for top earners, but 
keep Bush-era tax rates for in¬ 
dividuals who make less than 


$200,000 per year and families 
earning less than $250,000. 

Republicans insist raising 
taxes on the wealthy would be 
counter-productive and only 
serve to slow economic growth 
and ensure that the country 
continues to be plagued by 
economic stagnation. 

They insist that higher taxes 
would dampen spending and 
hiring and investment by busi¬ 
ness owners. 

The top income tax rate, 
which now stands at 35 per¬ 
cent, will automatically revert 
to 39.6 percent at the begin¬ 
ning of 2013 unless there is a 
new budget deal. 

Republicans prefer to look 
at ways to bring in more tax 
revenue by completely over¬ 
hauling the old and unwieldy 
US tax code, including closing 
"special interest loopholes" 
likely to hit others as well as 
the rich. 

In an encouraging sign that 
Republican intransigence on 
tax could be easing, a string of 
leading party figures have in 
recent days renounced a long¬ 
standing pledge never to raise 
taxes. 

Obama has made Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
his lead White House negotia¬ 
tor in the budget talks, a source 
close to the matter said. 

No timetable has been an¬ 
nounced but efforts to forge a 
deal are expected to intensify 
this week with the Senate re¬ 
turning to work yesterday and 
the House today. 

Obama, in conjunction with 
leading Democratic lawmak¬ 
ers, and Republican House 
Speaker John Boehner are ex¬ 
pected to have the final say on 
any deal.

LONDON (AFP) - The Rolling Stones rocked London on 
Sunday, thrilling a 20,000 crowd with the first of five con¬ 
certs to mark their 50th anniversary. Mick Jagger, Keith 
Richards, Charlie Watts and Ronnie Wood were joined 
by their original bass player Bill Wyman at the 02 Arena 
as the ageing rockers performed their first major concert 
for five years. Lead singer Jagger made light of criticism 
of the ticket prices for the sold-out gig - fans had paid 
up to £406 ($650, 500 euros) for a standard seat, and 
thousands of pounds more on ticket re-selling sites. The 
band opened with "I Want to be Your Man", with 69-year- 
old Jagger strutting around the giant stage dressed in a 
silver jacket and trilby, before launching into "Get Off of 
My Cloud". The Daily Telegraph's music critic Neil Mc¬ 
Cormick said the Stones rose to the occasion, laying 
claim to the title of the world's greatest band "with some 
style and panache". 


Jazz bassist Marcus 
Miller wounded in Swiss 
bus crash 



GENEVA (AFP) - Grammy award-winning US bassist 
Marcus Miller and members of his jazz band were in¬ 
jured Sunday when their bus overturned in Switzerland, 
killing one of the drivers, police said. The accident hap¬ 
pened on a motorway in central Switzerland, local police 
said. One of the drivers was killed, the 11 members of 
the band and the other driver injured. The Marcus Miller 
Band was travelling from Monaco, where they per¬ 
formed on Saturday, to the Dutch town of Hengelo, 
where they were due to play on Monday. The 53-year-old 
Miller - one of the best known bassists of his generation 
who also composes, plays keyboards and the saxo¬ 
phone - was not believed to have suffered life-threaten¬ 
ing injuries. The Brooklyn-born Miller has won Grammys 
as a producer, composer and musician in a career al¬ 
ready spanning four decades.

NEW YORK (AFP) - The ani¬ 
mal rights group PETA called 
on New Zealand's government 
Monday to probe what it said 
was the death of horses, chick¬ 
ens and other animal extras on 
the set of "The Hobbit" 
movies. 

After producers of Peter 
Jackson's highly anticipated 
Tolkien trilogy rejected earlier 
accusations of animal mistreat¬ 
ment, US-based PETA said it 
was time for the government to 
"investigate these allegations 
for possible violations of New 
Zealand animal protection 
laws and take appropriate ac¬ 
tion." 

PETA said that if its infor¬ 
mation was "accurate, the pro¬ 
duction company and others 
are surely criminally responsi¬ 
ble for these injuries and 
deaths." 

The group says that animal 
wranglers on the film reported 
the deaths of at least 27 ani¬ 
mals, including three horses, 
six goats, six sheep and 12 
chickens. 

Incidents allegedly included 
a pony named Rainbow which 
broke its neck and back after 
being stabled with two 
"highly-strung" horses, and 
chickens killed by dogs. 

Up to 100,000 people were 
expected to line the streets of 
Wellington on Wednesday for 
the world premiere of the Mid¬ 
dle Earth epic "The Hobbit: An 
Unexpected Journey". 

Last week, producers said 
that the American Humane As¬ 
sociation monitored all use of 
animals during the shoot and 
"no animals died or were 
harmed on set during filming". 

"The producers completely 
reject the accusations that 27 
animals died due to mistreat¬ 
ment during the making of the 
films," the statement said.

DUBAI (AFP) - Rory Mcll¬ 
roy has promised a repeat of 
his stunning 2012 after he fin¬ 
ished the season with five 
birdies in a row to win his fifth 
title of the year and a $2.33 
million pay-day in Dubai. 

The 23-year-old from Holy- 
wood, Northern Ireland, took 
the DP World Tour Champi¬ 
onship in the Gulf on Sunday, 
after embarrassingly missing 
the cut in Hong Kong and 
vowing to come back in style 
in the European Tour’s season¬ 
ending tournament. 

The victory left him a stag¬ 
gering 4.33 average points 
ahead of Luke Donald on top 
of the world rankings, cement¬ 
ing his stranglehold on the top 
spot and the money list on 
both sides of the Atlantic in the 
second half of the year. 

The win in Dubai saw him 
fight back to overcome a two- 
stroke deficit against Justin 
Rose, setting him up for a 
strong start in 2013. 

"To finish off the season 
like this and gain another 65- 
odd world ranking points (he 
actually gained 58), it puts me 


in a really strong position 
going into next year. It’s great 
to know that going into the 
off-season,” he said. 

As for his targets in 2013, 
Mcllroy said: ”1 guess the 
same. To be focused on the 
Majors, try to win more of 
those. I've won one in 11, one 
in 12, it would be nice to keep 
that run going next year. Two 
Majors would be even better. 

One of the big differences 
Mcllroy felt in his game was 
his ability to compete even 
when he is not playing his best 
golf. 

”1 felt my previous wins be¬ 
fore this year, I've just played 
great golf and no one could re¬ 
ally get near me in any 
way.McIlroy played 24 recog¬ 
nised events in 2012, winning 
five of them — including his 
second career Major at the 
PGA Championship in Ki- 
awah Island by a whopping 
margin of eight shots — and 
finishing in the top 10 in 15. 

He also missed five cuts, in¬ 
cluding the US Open Champi¬ 
onship and the BMW PGA 
Championship. 


MADRID (AFP) - Lionel 
Messi struck twice as 
Barcelona won 4-0 at Levante 
on Sunday to remain three 
points clear of Atletico Madrid 
at the top of La Liga. 

Messi's goals were both laid 
on by Andres Iniesta who also 
hit the target himself before 
supplying Cesc Fabregas for 
the fourth. 

The Argentine's brace 
means he now has 82 goals in 
2012, just three short of Ger¬ 
man legend Gerd Mueller's all- 
time calendar record of 85 set 
in 1972. 

He also tops the La Liga 
charts for the season with 19 
goals. 

Atletico had earlier beaten 
Sevilla 4-0 to keep pace at the 
top and go eight points ahead 
of city rivals Real Madrid in 
third who had lost 1-0 at Betis 
on Saturday. 

Barca's win increased their 
gap over Real Madrid to 11 
points. 

They have also equalled 
Real's record for the best start 
to a La Liga season set in 
1991-92. 

But coach Tito Vilanova 
does not see the league as being 
won so early in the season. 

"The league is not over, 
we're only a third through and 
Atletico are three points be¬ 
hind us. There is a lot to play 
for. We have been 11 ahead of 
Madrid before and we suffered 
a lot in the end,” he said. 

For Atletico, Radamel Fal- 
cao, Arda Turan and Koke got 
first-half goals and Miranda 
one in the last minute to make 
it seven straight home wins in 
the league against a Sevilla 


side that played with only 10 
men from the 22th minute and 
finished with nine. 

Atletico made a break¬ 
through on 19 minutes when 
Koke was pulled down by 
Federico Fazio, who received 
a straight red.

World Cup mascot gets a 
name - Fuleco 



PARIS (AFP) - A cartoon armadillo chosen as the official 
mascot for the 2014 football World Cup in Brazil is to be 
called Fuleco, world governing body FIFA said on Mon¬ 
day. The name -- a combination of the Portuguese 
words for football (futebol) and ecology (ecologia) - 
came out top with more than 48 percent of the 1.7 million 
Brazilians who voted in a poll.

NFL: Giants rout Packers, 49ers sink Saints

NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - 
Colin Kaepernick, who was 
making his second career start 
in place of Alex Smith, ran for 
one touchdown and threw for 
another as the San Francisco 
49ers beat New Orleans 31-21 
on Sunday. 

Ahmad Brooks and Donte 
Whitner each returned an in¬ 
terception for a score for the 
49ers, who had cleared Smith 
to play but decided to go with 
Kaepernick as their quarter¬ 
back instead. 

Smith suffered a concus¬ 
sion during the 49ers’ 24-24 tie 
against the St. Louis Rams two 
weeks ago. Kaepernick com¬ 
pleted 16-of-25 passes for 231 
yards on Sunday. 

Kaepernick finished with 
27 yards and a touchdown on 
six carries and Frank Gore ran 
19 times for 83 yards in San 
Francisco's second consecu¬ 
tive victory. 

New Orleans quarterback 
Drew Brees had 267 yards 
passing, three touchdowns and 
two interceptions. He com¬ 
pleted 26-of-41 passes but was 
kept in check by a 49ers de¬ 
fence that recorded five sacks. 

Marques Colston finished 
with 36 yards and a touch¬ 
down on four receptions for 
the Saints, who had their three- 
game win streak stopped. 

The game was tied 14-14 at 
the half but San Francisco took 
the lead on their first posses¬ 
sion of the third when Kaeper¬ 
nick hooked up with Gore on 
a six-yard touchdown pass. 

Two plays into New Or¬ 


leans' ensuing possession, 
Whitner intercepted a pass and 
carried it 42 yards for a touch¬ 
down and a 28-14 lead with 
11:30 left in the third quarter. 

The battle between the two 
most recent Super Bowl 
champs turned into a rout as 
Eli Manning threw three 
touchdown passes and the 
New York Giants dominated 
the Green Bay Packers 38-10. 

Ahmad Bradshaw rushed 
10 times for 58 yards and a 
touchdown for the Giants, who 
defeated Green Bay in a NFC 
Divisional playoff game last 
season. 

Aaron Rodgers completed 
14-of-25 passes for 219 yards, 


one touchdown and an inter¬ 
ception for the Packers, who 
had their five-game win streak 
halted. 

In Tampa, Michael Turner 
barged in for the go-ahead 
touchdown midway through 
the final quarter, as the Atlanta 
Falcons survived a scare to 
register a 24-23 win over the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 

First-place Atlanta now 
lead the NFC South division 
with a 10-1 record as they 
snapped Tampa's four-game 
win streak. 

Atlanta quarterback Matt 
Ryan turned the ball over 
twice but completed 26-of-32 
passes for 353 yards, including 


an 80-yard touchdown strike 


to Julio Jones. 

Doug Martin ran for two 
touchdowns but was held to 50 
yards on 21 carries for Tampa 
Bay. Quarterback Josh Free¬ 
man threw for 256 yards on 
19-of-30 passing in the loss. 

Justin Tucker tied the game 
on the final play of regulation, 
then kicked the game-winning 
field goal with 1:07 to play in 
overtime as Baltimore took a 
16-13 win over San Diego. 

Dan Carpenter drilled a 43- 
yard field goal as time expired 
to lift the Miami Dolphins to a 
24-21 win over the Seattle 
Seahawks at Sun Life Sta¬ 
dium. 

In other games Sunday it 
was Denver 17 Kansas City 9, 
Chicago 28 Minnesota 10, 
Cincinnati 34 Oakland 10, 
Cleveland 20 Pittsburgh 14, 
Indianapolis 20 Buffalo 13, 
Jacksonville 24 Tennessee 19, 
St. Louis 31 Arizona 17.
